That the Sanction of the Dommictes be rained to every „ditio 


nal Aſſeſſment; and that the Degree thereof be fixed by them. 


; That every Thing bought for the Uſe of the Houſe be (as far as 
poſſible) purchaſed by Contract only: And that no Member of the 
5 Corporation furniſh it with any Article, except in that Way. 


That all Woollen Goods made in the Houſe for Sale be diſpoſed 
of without Delay in the firſt Week of every Month, at the beſt Price 
then to be obtained. 


That but two Beadles be employed : And chat the Head-Beadle be 


a {worn Conſtable. 


That the Pay of every poor Parkin be duly paid to themſelves, or 
their Repreſentatives, weekly ; And that no Member of the Corpo- 
ration retain any Part thereof, for Rent or Goods fold by him or any 


| other Perſon whatever. 


That the Occupations and Places as Abode, as well as the Names, 
of ſuch as are occaſionally relieved be ſpecified, and reported quarter- 
"Ip at fartheſt. 


That every Payer of Poor be reſident | in the Pariſh, or conjoined 


Pariſhes, he pays.
